Acting Coroner Fred W. Bauer and a 

jury this morning made an Investiga- 
tion Into the death of James Howard 
Montgomery, brakeman on C. & 0. 
freight train No. 1034, whose body was 
found along the tracks at an early 
hour Sunday mornlhg and they found 
that his death waa purely an accident. 

Conductor Davis, who was in charge 
of the train upon whicli yount; Mont- 
gomery worked, testified that he last 
saw .Montgomery at Concord and that 
they walked together from the middle 
of the train to the engine. He aald 
that upon the train'a. arrival at Miays- 
vllle the brakeman waa not seen but 
as this was nothing unusual there was 
nothing thought of the matter. >^'hen 
the train stopped at Hroshcars the 
brakeman was not seen but there was 
no examination of the train made un- 
til the train reached Stony Point when 
the train waa searched oarefally and 
Montgomery waa not tOund. Thia was 
reported to the Chiet Dispatcher by 
telephone. 

Engineer- Belew stated that he last 
saw .MontKomery at Concord wlicn lie 
came to the engine to get his lunch. .\t 
Stony Point when a search of the train 
for an air leak waa made, Mr. Belew 
found Montgomery's .light and near n 
a part of his lunch. The lamp was 
sitting on the steps to a coal oar while 
a part of the Innoh waa on toy of the 
oar. 

Brakeman Krumci' and Fireman 
Curtis testined to practically the same 
Hs the other members of the crew. 

Brakeman SUton, who waa on east- 
bound freight No. 98 tea^fled to his 
finding the body ot Montgomery with 
the legs cut oir laying between the 
main line tracks about iTi car lengtba 
east of Bates station which is the rail 
road station at Dam 83. 

All members of the train crew test! 
ncd that there were no hoboes on the 
train so far as they saw and that the 
train was moying at about 12 miles an 
hour as It passed Bates station.

IN CUjLD LABOR 

itbport Sbows Btoh Boys and Clirlt Are 
OtfM^lled To flo To Work To Snp- 
/ port FamiUea — "IVUte 

Collar" CUis Hit 

Chicago, — Four thousand more chil- 
dren are wo^ki^^ in Cliicago today, 
than a year ago, according to Clyde A. 
Brown, Acting Director of the City 
Vocational Outdance Bureau. The In- 
crease In child labor Is said to be 
' iteneral In the Middle West, but excep- 
tions are noted In Missouri, Kansas 
and North Daiiota 

Necessity of tlie cliild lielping the 
family meet the liij^li cost ol' liviii!;, the 
pulling power of higher wages and 
scarcity of adult labor together with 
the discovery by employers' that wom- 
ea and children often could take the 
place of men were cited by Mr. Brown 
among the reasons for a smilar in- 
crease iti child labor In other parts of 
the United States. 

Minnesota oillclals report iliat cliilii 
labor Is nearly doubled in tliat state. 
The greatest Increase, tliey say, is 
among cbildrea of the "white collar" 
class wjiose parents have been forced 
by rising prices to permit their chil- 
dren to work. About 3,000 under 16 
years of age are now at work in Min- 
nesota. 

Wisconsin statistics on cliilil hiliot 
for the year are not yet taljulated l)ni 
offldtals say enough returns are in to 
Indlelite a considerable increase over 
previous years. , Some boys under IG 
ears have been rettorted receiving $luo 
a month. 

T. C. .Teiinincs. Texas State Labor 
Coomnilasioner, reiiorts an increase of 
about ten per sent, in Texas cliild la- 
bor over last year l^ostpanement of 
compulsory school attendance, he 
says, has been a factor. 

State Labor Commisslolier Claude B. 
Coiinally of Oklahoma says more vio- 
lations of child labor laws have been 



brought ot the attention of his offloe 

this year tlian previously, from which 
he deduces an Increase in juvenile 
worliers. Conally said tlie increase In 
violations was probably due to the fact 
that there was 30 per cent, more Jobs 
In the state than workers. 

A. L. rrlck. Iowa SUte^Labor Com- 
mlssiiinor, recently reported that ap- 
proxiinalely 1,000 more permits had 
i)pen Issued in tlic iiasi year to diil- 
dren between the aged of 14 and I'l 
than In the year previous. 
• Kansas and North Dakota report 
child labor in those stote as almost 
negligible. St liouls reporU a de- 
crease. Children now employed in 
that city are staled to number 5.000, 
which is "fiO less than were at worl< 
there a year ago. The Slate Factory 
Inspector's office says the decrease is 
general alt over the state.

The second crop of clover has made 
a good growth In most parts ot Ken- 
tucky this year and there are many 
fields that could be proflttably harvest- 
ed 'for seed If clover hullers were 
available according to the depariment 
of Agronomy, Collese of Auricnltnre. 
I'niverslty of Kentucky. The depart- 
ment adds lliat It is practical to save 
seed for home use, however even with- 
out a huller and while suota Seed is a 
little more difficult to sow its use will 
mean a substantial saving when clover 
seed is as lilph prices as at present 

A4»er llie seed heads are brown and 
Ilie seed hard and ulonsy the seed 
slionld l)e cut and raked into small 
windrows. Setting the cutter car to 
cut as high as possible is a good plan 
as it will reduce the amount of straw 
that must be handled. When the clover 
Is thoroughly dry It should be put un- 
der cover or stacked and the stack 
covered with straw. During late wlnt- 
ter this material can he spread Ihlnly 
over the field to be sown to cover thus 
giving a liberal seeding. 

If a grain separator Is available the 
clover can be run through the separa- 
tor and the seed freed from the straw 
Most of il will still he In chaff hut It 
can be sown without nmcli Iraiildo. 
Finally the seed can be flailed out by 
hand and the chaff seed procured. 
Chaff seed glv^Just as good results a.s 
the clean seed and the only disadvant- 
age In its use ta the difficulty of distri- 
bution. When there Is a considerable 
amount of clover seed In a county It 
onclil to he possible to get some of the 
men opcratinn threshers to get attach- 
ments for their machines for cleaning 
clover seed. Most manufacturers of 
threshers makefthese attachments and 
it Is safd that they give very satis- 
factory service.

AVashinRton. Aug. 25. — That the 
most inhuman and savage misdeeds of 
the American Indians In the early 
days of white settlement cannot match 
the cruelties practiced by the Russian 
iiolshevlsts, la the assertion made by 
Mr Edwin H. Bouton, a prominent 
Baltimore business man who has spent 
eleven months In Poland. 'In fact." 
says Mr. Houton. "so hideous and re- 
volting have these forms of cruelty he- 
come that the Russians have In many 
instances refused to carry them out. 
and the Bolshevist leaders have in 
their hire a band of Chlneee expressly 
employed to commit the vilest of their 
foul deeds against captives." 

Not many people are are aware of 
the fact — but it is a fact nevertheless 
—that the Wilson administration must 
hoar a large share ot responBlbtllty for 
the dominance of bolshevism In Rus- 
sia. The administration has played 
hand-in-glove with the bolshevists and 
their Anieiican sympathizers. It per- 
mitted the holding of a bolshevik 
meeting in a hall owned by the gov- 
ernment at Washington, fnd so dan- 
gerous were the^ doctrines talked at 
that meeting that proteat was voiced 
on the floor of the tTnlted State* Sen- 
ate. Tho Democratic administration 
has Kiven refuge to l)olshevik .symtia-

"I answer your letter nl length he- 
raiise yon have taken and are taking 
on behalf of the administration an at- 
titude which seems to me to be funda- 
mentally that of Trotsky and the other 
BoIshevIM leaders of Russia: an at- 
titude which may be fraught wlt|i mis- 
chief to this country." 

Time has show that Col Itoosevelt 
foresaw the danger hiit iiiider-eslinuit- 
od its degree. The Trotsky attitude, 
aided by the Democratic administra- 
tion, proved to be not merely a danger 
to this county but to world civilisa- 
tion. Not even the aboriginal Ameri- 
can savage who scalped,, hia victim, 
committed such vile atrocities as are 
recorded to the discredit of the bol- 
shevik proteges of the Democratic 
party.

upon the throne. He was the son of 
I3athsheba, Uriah's widow. There had 
been a great gathering of the people at 
Oibeon to sacrifice and perhaps to 
celebrate the auaploloua beginning of 
the reign of the new king. While at 
ttlbeon. "The I>ord appeared to Solo- 
man In a dream by night, and said 
•Ask wliat I shall give thee.' And Solo- 
mon said 'Give therefore Thy servant 
an understanding heart to Judge Thy 
people that I may discern between 
good and bad; tor who Is able to judge 
UUa Thy so great people.'" And the 
speech pleased , the Lord. "Behold, I 
liave ildiie according to thy words; 80 
Hull tliere was none like thee before 
tliee, neitlier alter tliee shall any Irise 
like uiiti thee." Doublless this was the 
groat desire of Solomon. He felt his 
need, and asked Qod for help, and he 
received It.

Those ^bo have 
made the greatest achievements have 
attributed their success to divine aid 
We are not to discount human wisdom 
coming from study, experience and ad- 
vice, but when all these sources of 
help have been exhausted there re- 
mains the greatest of all assistants, 
and that Is Qod.
